Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letters of March 16 & 22, and April 11, and for 
the interesting enclosures. 

Your letter of 3/16 asked for my items #22 and 23. I have enclosed, 
instead, #23 and 24, which both relate to the Phillips-Freed suit. If you 
really did mean to ask for #22 - I assume you asked for it by mistake - just 
let me know. It is the docket in the Hunt-Lane case, 11 pp., with little or 
no substantive information. 

I have a couple of requests. In 1979, you sent me three Army intelligence 
documents which you had found in the Dallas FBI file. (89-43-2381) You 
asked that I keep them confidential for the time being. There isn’t anything 
new and sensational in the documents themselves, except for the false story 
(originating from the DPD) that Oswald had confessed (and the information we 
already had, in another document, about him being a card-carrying communist 
and a defector to Cuba, etc.) I think our main interest was in the indication 
that copies of the Army documents in the x destroyed files might have survived 
in the files of other agencies. You sent me these items in June 1979, before 
the HSCA volumes came out. 

I am planning to write up some aspects of the Army Intelligence issue 
for Jerry Rose's journal. I would like to quote and discuss the three items 
you sent me - with appropriate credit to you, of course. Please let me know 
if I can go ahead and use (and distribute) these documents now. 

Also, if it is convenient, I would like a copy of the FBI document 
discussed in fchafcsia the latest Jack Anderson column on the case. (That is, 
the one about LBJ asking Hoover, through Fortas, for a rebuttal to the critics.) 
(DeLoach memo of 10/10/66, according to Anderson.) I must confess that one 
reason for my interest is that Lif ton’s hypothesis was floating around (among 
WC types) around that time. 

You suggested that I contact Lardner or other reporters about the phony 
story that the CIA had a memo about Hunt in Dallas. Lardner does get EOC, and 
I’m not eager to push beyond that. (I did send a copy of that EOC to the 
Miami reporter who covered the case; no response.) The last thing I want is 
to have to deal with Mark Lane and Hunt's lawyers! I have just learned that 
Hunt was informed, at the time, by HSCA sources, that the story of a CIA memo 
was the invention of an irresponsible critic. 

I haven't had a chance to get back to Isidor Salkind yet. Joanna has not 
been sleeping particularly well, and I’ve had a rather sluggish month. No 
particular news to report; mafckxx nothing from the Justice Department. I hope 
all is well with you.
